Under  the  direction  of  Brian  Rose- 
borough  of  the  GBC  Christian  Edu- 
cation office,  Timothy  team  mem- 
bers went  into  Indiana,  Ohio,  and 
Michigan  Grace  Brethren  churches 
to  train  high  school  age  youth  feeling 
led  into  Christian  careers.

For  the  fourth  time  in  six  years,  the 
Grace  College  Soccer  Team  has 
snatched  the  Mid-Central  Confer- 
ence Championship  from  its  highly 
competitive  opponents.

Concert  Choir  once  again  ministered 
to  audiences  across  the  nation.  In 
addition  to  performing  in  churches 
and  schools  in  Indiana,  Ohio,  Michi- 
gan, and  Illinois,  Concert  Choir  trav- 
elled to  California  during  the  Christ- 
mas break.  Through  its  broad  reper- 
toire of  sacred  music  literature,  Con- 
cert Choir  represented  Grace  Col- 
lege and  challenged  churches  with  its 
standards  of  choral  excellence.
